Tut  Moiiawk  Improvement. 
One  of  the  best  pieces  of  road 
building  ever  done  in  this  town,  hav- 
ing just  been  completed,  a  brief  de- 
scription of  th 
place. 

The  former  bad  condition  of  the 
road  at  Mohawk  Valley,  is  so  well 
known  to  our  readers,  that  we  need 

y  nothing  in  regard  to  what  it  was 

it  will  proceed  to  what  it  now  is. 

The  plank  covering  which  was 
merly  over  the  culvert  has  been 
moved,  and  a  stone  covering  substi- 
tuted, none  of  the  stones  being  less 
than  eight  inches  thick,  and  each  one 
lapping  over  the  culvert  at  Uast  one 
foot. 

A  good  substantial  stone  wall  has 
en  built  about  1 70  feet  in  length, 
1  each  side  of  the  road  from  the 
meadows  to  the  culvert,   These  walls 
about  five  feet  in  height,  and  are 
well  backed  by  small  stones  and  built 
1  a  solid  foundation. 
The  space  between  the  walls  is 
filled  with  stones  and  gravel  to  the 
level    of    the   tops    of   the  walls 
covered    with    a  coating  of 
good  clean  gravel,  crowned  one  foot 
from  the  top  of  the  walls,  and  rolled 
hard,  making  a  splendid  road  bed. 

On  each  side  are  placed  the  iron 
posts  for  the  railings,  eight  feet  apart, 
and  extending  the  entire  length  of  the 
walls. 

A  plain  but  strong  railing  guards 
e  road  on  each  side  making  acci- 
dents from  driving  over  the  bank  im 
possible. 

The  contract  called  for  the  com 
etion  of  the  job,  to  the  acceptance 
of  the  Selectmen  on  or  before  the  first 
day  of  June,  and  for  the  work  to 
done  in  a  thorough  and  workm; 
like  manner. 
The  latter,  as  well  as  every  other 
rm  of  the  contract  was  fulfilled  to 
the  letter,  and  the  job  was  promptly 
accepted  by  the  Selt 
The  job  was  done  by  Mr.  Andrew 
.  Prouty,  and  the  price  paid  was 
54>S. 

In  respect  to  the  almost  universal 
opinion  of  road-builders  at  the  time 
the  contract  was  awarded,  that  the 
job  could  never  be  done  for  .that 
amount.  *  Mr.  Prouty  states  that 
he  has  done  the  work  thoroughly,  fol- 
lowed the  specifications  in  every  de- 
tail and  has  cleared  more  than  fio 
1  the  job. 

Mr.  Prouty  has  surely  struck  a  fatal 
blow  to  the  general  rule,  of  getting 
the  best  of  the  town/which  has  been 
practiced  on  nearly  every  job  which 
been  done  by  contract,  and  has 
shown  that  a  large  amount  of  work 
can  be  done  for  a  little  money, 


Accident. 
What  might  have  proved  a  very 
serious  accident,  and  the  cause  o 
fhich  was  brought  about  in  a  ver 
curious  way,  took  place  at  the  smith- 
ing department  at  Tilden's  carriage 
manufactory  at  the  Harbor,  last  Wed- 
nesday^ 

From  what  we  have  been  able  to 
learn  it)  seems  that  Joseph  Silvia,  with 
a  companion,  entered  the  *hop  with  a 
small  cannon,  which  had  formerly 
been  used  on  a  yacht,  and  requested 
Mr.  Tilden  to  try  and  remove  the 
cartridge  shell  which  was  in  it.  On 
being  questioned  by  Mi.  Tilden,  they 
assured  him  that  the  cartridge  was 
not  loaded. 

Mr.  Tilden  therefore  proceeded  to 
force  the  cartridge  from  the  barrel, 
but  lie  had  hardly  struck  one  blow 
with  his  hammer,  when  the  falseness 
of  the  statement  was  painfully  proved, 
the  cartridge  exploding  and  severely 
burning  Mr.  Tilden  about  the 
and  hands. 

The  men  afterward  admitted  that 
they  knew  it  was  loaded,  but  though' 
the  powder  was  wet  and  would  not 
Mr.  Tilden's  injuries  are  not 
serious,  although  quite  painful,  and  he 
able  to  continue  his  work.  It 
seems  greatly  to  his  credit  that  he 
ted  the  impulse  to  throw  the 
hammer  which  he  held,  at  the  heed- 
less, ard  we  might  well  say  criminal 
cause  of  the  accident.
